At aunriae yesterday morningr 
a wall of water, from six to eight feet 
high and a mile wide, broke upon West 
Quthrie 
without 
warning, 
crushing 
house«, sweeping away property, and 
drowning people by the score. 
Every 
movable thing was 
swept before the 
wave, which passed on into the valley 
with resistless force, wreaking terrible 
destruction to life and property where- 
ever it rtaehed. 
Dozens of human 
lives are known to have been sacrificed 
—how many may not be known for 
weeks; 
hundreds 
of 
houses 
were 
wrecked in the twinkling of an eye; for 
miles around farms were completely 
ruined, bridgoa an(J tracks were washed 
out and railway traffic in every direc­ 
tion is at a standstill. 
The efforts of 
rescuing partle.s have in many cases 
proven In vain. 
Many people floated 
down 
stream 
before 
they could 
be 
reached, and their fate is unknown; 
others passed last night In trees In mld- 
ftream or pearched on house tops.

The property loss Is placed at something 
near 11,000,000.

The CottonwDod river, a small stream 
that winds between steep banks In West 
Guthrie, was bank full from a heavy 
rain Tuseday and Tuesday night, but no 
alarm had been felt, a.« the river had 
been rising gradually during the night. 
About 6 o'clock, however, waters from a 
cloudburst above had added to those al­ 
ready up to the level of the high banks, 
and the flood was sweeping through 
West Guthrl*i. Persons who saw the first 
wall of w'ater .mid that In was al>out 
eighteen feet high, spreading entirely 
across the valley. There was no water 
in front of It save that In the river's 
channel. 
The first wave was followed 
by others in quick succession, until the 
whole swelled Into a^>ank of water from 
six to eight feet high.

The main supply pipe of the water 
work« system burst where it crossed the 
Cottonwood, in the southern part of the 
city, and all the water In the reservoirs 
poured Into the river. 
In the south­ 
western part of the city a long arm of 
land Is formed by the winding of the 
river. 
On this land lived hundreds of 
negroe.s. 
During the night the bridge 
leading across the river to the main sec­ 
tion had been swept away. 
The peo­ 
ple were absorbed In watching the ris­ 
ing waters yesterday morning when the 
floods from the reservoirs came down 
in a solid wall and cut across the arm 
of land near the main land, cutting off 
the people from escape. They fled from 
their home:< lo th * higher portions of 
the newly iornirtl i!>land. 


In half an hour the mountain of water 
had* done its work and practically spent 
itself. The air became hideous with the 
crashing of houses and the cries for 
help of tl>e unfortunates. 
When the 
first shock of the disaster w'as over th-i 
more fortunate on the Island immedi­ 
ately began to help those nearest them, 
while across In Guthrie proper prompt 
stops were tfken at rescue. The houses, 
barns and other effects begai^to drift 
down stream, each freighted with ont> 
or more human beings; boats or rafts 
shot out here and there from the shore, 
and desperate 
efforts 
were made to 
rescue the people. 
Improvised rafts 
were 
quickly 
thrown 
together 
and 
out Into the mad stream. Before many 
of them had been propelled a couple of 
yar,ds from shore they were twisted and 
broken by the waters, and the would- 
be rescuers thrown into the stream. 


Half a doaen rescuers were drowned 
even before those they had tried to save 
had been reached. Gus Platt, business 
manager of the Guthrie Leader, and 
George Willis, a merchant tailor, swam 
the river at the risk of their lives and 
secured a boat by which a number otper- 
sons were saved. A negro woman with 
A babe in her arms desperately tried to 
steady herself in a tree top, calling all the 
while for help. She grew weak and the 
baby slipped into the water and was 
drowned. 
She was Anally rescued and 
•aid her family of six had succumbed. 
A woman wading from home with her 
baby oh her.head was seen to go un­ 
der, and a nian awimming the channel 
to reach four women and a baby tn a 
tree was parried down etream.

Canadian N'alley, twenty-nine y ar.sago, 
yesterday morning's sun sent its rays 
over an Oklahoma sea. 
For ten days 
the dust-parched people had lo<;ked aloft 
with- discouragement and prayed for 
rain to save their crbps or quench tlielr 
thii'st, as the ca.se might be. The flood 
of water that finally poured from the 
ikies and wiped their homes and farms 
out of sight, and in many Instances 
swept away human lives, proved an 
answer to their supplications that al- 
mo.st amounted tQ punishment. Tuesday 
noon a heavy cloud swept up from the 
west and a 
deluge spread over the 
town. The water fell in perfect sheets. 
A calm about 7 o’clock brought atten­ 
tion to an Intensely black and mon­ 
strous cloud moving toward the city 
from the west, which developed a tor­ 
nado that, however, went clear of the 
city. 


With the tornado came the heavle.st 
fall of water ever recorded here In a 
like period, over two Inches falling In 
thirty minutes. 
All day the river had 
been rising at a fearful rate, reaching 
the sleepers of the railroad l)rldge and 
moving It out of line. The wagon bgdge 
went out when the water reachea Its 
floor and the bridge and drift, serving 
as an obstruction, forced the water out 
over the Iwttoms, washing out crops, 
moving hou.^es 
and 
drowning 
stock. 
Rising Into the hou«es of the bottom 
farmers it compelU^d them to desert 
their places and endeavor to .save their 
lives. The rescue of many families was 
made at great danger to the rescuers’ 
lives. A party Immediately set to work 
rescuing the unfortunates. 


In the homt- of Thomas Palmer the 
latter’s wife and several children were 
rescued from tl»e top.>i of bureaus just 
ai the water was creeping up to their 
feet. They had been screaming for help 
for some time and it wa.s with difllculty 
that they were removed to the Impro­ 
vised rafts of the rescuer's and taken 
to dry land. The families of Mrs. Hall, 
Tom Potter. Colonel Severy and Mrs. 
Black wer? rescued from their homes 
in a similar maniv!'. 
A little ohild of 
Frank Holman fell Into a washed-out 
crossing and was dptwned.. 
The loe 
plant wa.ii flooded to a depth of four 
feet and Harry Bradford, the manager, 
was awakened about I o’clock In the 
morning to find himself sleeping In a 
floating bed. 
The bed turned when he 
tried to arise, covered him with wet 
blankets, 
sank and 
nearly drowned 
him. 


Lightning played havoc, striking the 
spire of the Presbyterian church and 
totally w'recklng It.

When h( enteré 
a cafe, he Invites you to dip your hnnd 
In the bag and try your luck for a pair of 
live turkeys, a beautiful Egyptian shawl 
shimmering with gold or silver ent* 
broidery, or some other of the many 
ornament« peculiar to the ea»t. It is diffi­ 
cult to resist his pettiiuwive elotinence. 


The method of prowdure 1r this: In 
his lucky bag the hawker carries dOO 
numbers. The figures are neatly ioKcrib- 
ed on small slips of stiff paper. 
These 
are rolled and curled up iu the lucky 
bag, which tesembles a pillowcase more 
than anything else. 
When the peddler 
enters the cafe, his qnick eye soon de­ 
tect« a likely customer. To start by do­ 
ing a trade will greatly enhance his 
dances with others. Terms are arrang­ 
ed, say three tries for a lialf franc. 
Then yon guess, perhaps three times, at 
the lucky number, say between 100 and 
120, as arranged. 


On drawing the first number you pay 
dow*n yonr half franc. 
Of course the 
odds are very much against you. 
The 
hawkers in Cairo and Alexandria maks 
a very fair harvest when these cities are 
full. As much as 19 to 18 francs for a 
turkey which costs 6 francs is pretty 
good profit Somebody, of courwi, wins 
it In the long run. 


The articles disposed of in this way 
comprise boxes of splendid peaches and 
other fruits, soap, flowers in gi^at va­ 
riety, plant« and the beautiful poin* 
settia, turkeys and other live sto ^ 
game in season, fish, dates, a great va* 
riety of ornament«, cunning devices in 
olo^s, furniture, etc. 


Thera is another side to the picture. 
The eastern hawker would not be con­ 
tent with the mere gamble for a lucky 
number without exercising hid natural 
Ingenuity. While he is talking to a 
would te **flutterer*’ he drops his hand 
Into the bag and begins shaking up the 
numbers. These, it should be explained, 
are made up in batehes of tens and 
^enties, which are compofsed of a 
slighUy different qualities of paper. In 
the bag is a falsi; bottom. So delicate is 
Hassan or Abdul’s touch that he can 
distinguish one batch from the other 
with his hand. Instantly yon select your 
numbers he switches them off into the 
reserved compartment. You may ea«ily 
be tricked half a dozen times in this 
way without knowing it. The face of 
the hawker on such occasions is a study. 


Never for a moment does he relax hit 
attention to yon. His smile is sunny as 
the eastern mom. His respectful gra- 
doumess never leavea linL—Pearson’s 
MagMina.
